Japanese dispatches 
from

announced tonight that- a 
new nation, that of North 
China, will be born this 
week. 


These dispatches, by the Rengo 


Agency among others, state that 
the new nation, like Manchoukuo, 
•will be created under the pro- 
tection of Japan's mighty military 
machine which the Chinese na- 
tional government at Nanking Is 
powerless to oppose. 
It seemed likely that five more 


provinces of China would follow 
the fate of the four Manchurlan 
provinces which at present form 
Japan's protectorate, the Empire 
of Manchukuo.

Asahl confidently predicted that 
the "declaration 
of independence 


would come Nov. 20 while the 
newspaper Nishl Nishl says It 
will come Nov. 23.

Benito Mussolini's unde- 


clared war in Ethiopia met 
world opposition today as 
the League of .Nations' eco- 
nomic sanctions were 
ap- 


plied against Italy. 


At midnight, the program 


whereby 51 league mem- 
3ers agreed to prevent importa- 
tion of Italian goods and to- stop 
exporting certain raw materials to 
Italy went into effect. 
Italy, having already made pre- 
parations to combat the penalties 
[or its Invasion in East Africa, 
which the League has termed "ag- 
gressive," displayed Its "implaca- 
ble resistance" to the sanctions in 
a showing of banners throughout 
the nation. 
It had promised to treat other 


nations as they treated Italy. The 
Fascist grand council, which on 
Saturday denounced the sanctions, 
was to meet again tonight to study 
details 
of Italy's 
fight 
against 
them and, it was said in Informed 
quarters, to consider' peace pro- 
posals raised In diplomatic con- 
tacts. 
Italian troops guarded the Brit- 
ish embassy in Rome and the 
headquarters of other sanctlonlst 
countries, as youths began dem- 
onstrations denouncing the sanc- 
tions.

Quezon, who accepted the pres-

true faith and allegiance thereto."

A. Roberts, from the college board 
because he had "denounced our 
constitution, our state body, every- 
thing we stand for, resigned his 
church, and 
joined forces with 
another body that is not in ac- 
cord with ours." It was stated 
Roberts' place on the board had 
been filled by the board of mis- 
sions, which power is permitted 
only of State Association. 


President Harper 
presided 
at 
the opening and a greater part 
of the Thursday evening: session. 
The meeting was opened with a 
song, with the accompaniment be- 
ing played by Rev. L. A. Stllwell, 
of Winnsboro, and the devotional 
talk was made by Rev. L. L. 
Prultt. of Jacksonville. A special 
mutlcal number in the form of 
a vocal duet was next tfiven by 
Rev. and Mrs. J. D. Welch, of 
Lubbock. 


The first item of business was 


the report of the committe on 
Christian 
education, which was 
givsa by Rev, A- J. Kirkland, pai 


tor of the Walnut Street Baptist 
church, Hlllsboro. 


In his report, Rev. Kirkland 


pointed out that the churches were 
not contributing sufficient finan- 
cial aid to the Jacksonville Bap- 
tist college; that Interest in the 
school on the part of the pastors 
and churches 
wag- waning; that 
pupils are leaving the college and 
going to other schools and that 
the proper 
friendly 
relationship 
does not exist between the school 
and the churches. 
~He recommended that the school 
administration and mission board 
make a study of ways and means 
of better relating- the school and 
the people, and suggested that a 
course of study regarding 
the 


principles and work of the Bap- 
tist 
Missionary 
association 
be 
taught in the school by pastors 
from time to time. Rev. Kirkland 
further recommended that the as- 
sociation go on record approving 
Or disproving 
competitive 
and 


commercial athletics being per- 
mitted in the college. 
Discussed Report. 
A motion was made to approve 
the report, and the chair recog- 
nized Rev. Kirkland, who then 
discussed his report. Each of the 
points were taken up 
by 
the 
speaker, and then B. J. Albrltton, 
president of the college was rec- 
ognized, and discussed the points 
brought out by 
the 
previous 
speaker. The' college 'president 
contended that interest is waning 
in many phases 
of life 
today; 
that students are going to other 
colleges because the Baptist Mis- 
sionary association 
has nothing 


else to offer 
them upon 
their 
completion of the courses there; 
that he invited better relations 
between the college and pastors 
and churches, and that football 
being permitted at 
the 
college 
was not gone into hurriedly, but 
came as a result of at least five 
years' study. He contended fur- 
ther that other activities in the 
everyday life are more dangerous 
than football. 
After an hour and a half dis- 


cussion the report of the commit- 
tee on Christian education .was 
adopted.Resolution Offered. 
Rev. Deckerd Anderson, of Ita«- 
ca submitted a recommendation 
which follows: 
"Whereas: It Is commonly re- 
ported that Jacksonville Baptist, 
college has 
entered 
competitive 


and commercial athletics and are 
playing football in the name of 
the school, 
"Resolved, while we endorse and 
wish to encourage physical edu- 
cation within the school, that the 
above named athletic enterprises 
do not come within the scope of 
this type of education 
and 
not 
within the scope of the purpose 
and program of the Baptist Mis- 
sionary association In its educa- 
tional endeavor, 
"Be it further resolved, that we 
request the trustees to take what- 
ever steps that are necessary to 
edlmrnate whatever commercial 
and competitive athletics found In 
the school or under Its name and 
that our school be kept free from 
these things." 
Modern Athletics Evil. 
It was pointed out by one speak- 


er that the resolution will not be 
mandatory on the board of trus- 
tees, but merely an expression of 
the Baptist 
Missionary 
associa- 
tion to those athletic enterprises. 


Another speaker declared that 


modern athletics are "evil and of 
the Devil." 
After another hour's heated ar- 
gument for and against the reso- 
lution, the vote.was taken and it 
was reported the results was tied 
with thirty-seven for an a like 
number 
against 
the 
resolution. 
More argument followed, and the 
resolution was declared adopted 
on the second ballot. 
The report of the nominating 


committee was made by Rev. D. 
C. Dove, of Mineral Wells, 
and 
was adopted by sections. 
The report recommended that 


the next meeting be with 
the 
First Baptist church of Ennis, be- 
ginning at 10 a. m. Tuesday fol- 
lowing the second Sunday in No- 
vember, 1936, and that Rev. W. 
J. Corbin, of Waxahachie preach 
the introductory sermon..

LIQUOR REGULATION, OLD 


AGE PENSION, DRIVERS 
LICENSE LAWS PASSED 


AUSTIN, Nov. 15.—(#)— 


Texas legislators stood ad- 
journed today after two 
months of lawmaking which 
gave the state pioneer acts 
for liquor regulation, driv- 
ers licensing and old age 
pensions. 


Another major act 
effectuated 


a constitutional change removing 
county and district officers from 
a fee basis as a method of remun- 
eration. 


Failure 
of 
the legislature 
to 


enact revenue measures to pay 
pensions virtually assured that a 
third special session would be re- 
convened in January. 
House op- 


position blocked last minute at- 
tempts to pass a selective sales 
tax coupled with increases in • in- 
dustrial levies. 


Governor James V. Allred "inti- 


mated pretty strongly" to commit- 
tees which officially advised him 
the second called session this fall 
ended at midnight that ho would 
summon them back at the turn 
of the year. 


Cocktails 
and 
mixed 
drinks 


would be barred from sale under 
the state's first liquor control act 
after repeal of 16-year-old consti- 
tutional prohibition clause. Whis- 
key sales were restricted to un- 
broken packages by licensed pri- 
vate dealers. 
Became Legal Aug. 24. 


Liquor 
became 
legal without 


regulation in about 40 of the 2&4 
counties Aug. 24 upon adoption of 
a prohibition repeal election. The 
act provided for local option elec- 
tions by counties or smaller po- 
litical subdivisions to determine 
upon sale of 4 per cent beer or 
wine, 14 per cent beer or wine, 
of ali types. 


Liquor taxes and fees consti- 


tuted the only revenue act of the 
session. Whiskey would be taxed 
80 cents a gallon with a smaller 
levies on beer and wine. Various 
fees would be charged dealers. 


Three-fourths of an estimated 


$4,000,000 or more income 
from 


liquor taxes would bo assigned to 
payment of pensions estimated to 
cost $10,000,000. 


Payment of $15 monthly maxi- 


mum pensions to needy Texans 
over 65 years of age would start 
by next July 1 if revenue was 
provided for a special fund.

attorney general believed the fed- 
eral government, under the social 
security act, could add $7.50 to the 
pensions.

Not Effective at Once. 


The act would not become ef- 


fective until mid-February, how- 
ever, as the senate majority on 
final passage was insufficient to

drivers 
license 
act. 
There 


would be no charge for a three 
year license Issued under direct- 
ion of the new public safety de- 
partment through county tax col- 
lectors.

Williams is 61 years old and a 
practicing attorney. The govern- 
or's office said he was classed as 
a "Liberal."

Flatonia, a liberal, were admin- 
istered the oath in the governor's 
office by Associate Justice M. B. 
Blair of the third court of civil 
appeals. 


Governor Allred designated Ben- 


son for the six year term, Dech- 
erd for four years and Williams 
for two years. 
Benson and Decherd said they

Benson estimated it would be

Nelson's enter- 


prising reform program for 
the Texas prison system was 
cut short today by a sud- 
den penumonia attack which 
ended his life scarcely two 
weeks after taking over the 
prison managership. 


Social 
rehabilitation 
of 
the 


thousands 
of 
inmates through 


segregation within 
the 
various 


branches of Texas' 
vast prison 


system was the keynote of the 
Orange businessman's plan when 
he took charge Nov. 1. 


A few days ago, after he bare- 


ly had time to familiarize him- 
self with general procedure with- 
in the walls and on the scattered 
farms, 
the 
47-year-old 
executive 


contracted a cold. 


That was at Houston last Mon- 


day. 
He returned to Huntsvilie 


and went to bed, his condition 
rapidly becoming serious. Despite 
the 
attentions 
of 
three 
physi- 


cians, pneumonia developed. 
He 


passed away quietly at 1 a. m. 
today, dying in his sleep. 


An , hour 
before 
the 
end 
he 


awoke and, according to his sec- 
retary, W. C. Watson, said: 


"I feel fine now. I believe I am 
much better." 


Then lie dropped off into sleep 


from 
which 
he 
never 
regained 


consciousness. A weak heart con- 
tributed to his failure to rally 
from double pneumonia. 


Be Burled at Orange. 


Members of the 
family 
left 


Huntsvilie with the 
body 
this 


morning for Orange, where 
fu- 


neral services will be held 
to- 


morrow at 2 p. m. 


Surviving were his widow: his 


mother, two sons, 
and 
three 


daughters. 


Nelson as manager of the pri- 


son system succeeded Lee Sim- 
mons', with whom he had served 
on the prison board In 1930. He 
resigned 
from 
chairmanship 
of 


the 
Texas 
Livestock 
Sanitary 


Commission to take the post. 


Jack Ellington, assistant 
gen- 


eral manager of the system, will 
act as general manager until the 
prison 
board 
appoints 
another 
manager. 


When he became manager, Nel- 


son announced that his first big 
problem was to segregate con- 
victs, thus preventing first offen- 
ders from being contaminated by 
association with hardened, chronic 
criminals for whom there was no 
hope of reform. 


Former War Veteran. 


Not only did ho bring a touch 


of military precision with him to 
the prison, but he also insisted 
that all guards hired In the future 
be former soldiers—picked from 
membership of the American Le- 
gion. A former World war veter- 
an himself. Nelson knew the nec- 
essity of rigorous duties within 
the walls being performed 
effi- 


ciently. 


Nelson was born on a ranch 


about 25 miles from San Antonio 
and often declared that he knew 
the saddle before ho did arithme- 
tic. 
He spent a year In military 


college. Then his father gave him 
a herd of cows and some horses. 
Young Dave became a livestock 
trader and earned enough to send 
himself to college a second year. 


Plnyed on Football Team. 


He tarlned with the army In 


1916 
and 1917, playing center on 


the championship regimental foot- 
ball team and "campaigning" with 
it from the border to Fort Worth. 
Then he went to France. 


After the war he worked for 


Lutchcr Stark, Orange county cap- 
italist and eventually became head 
of Stark's 
extensive agricultural 


intrests. He served as a director 
of the First National Bank at Or- 
ange, and was connected with the 
Sablne Packing Company and the 
Orange Products Company. 


As chairman of the livestock 


sanitary 
commission, 
he 
took 


pride in addressing the legislature 
in full session and having that 
body appropriate "every cent of 
money I asked for In order 
to 


build dipping vats for cattle." 


"They certainly were 
nice to 


me," 
ho added. 


He also was incidental in bring- 


ing the paper 
mill 
Industry to 


Orange. 
He completed this deal 


shortly 
before 
taking over 
the 


prison managership. 
In recogni- 


tion of his work for the paper in- 
dustry, the Rotary club of Orange, 
voted him a life membership, with 
all dues paid. 


"Thoy passed a rule to auto- 


matically reinstate me at the ex- 
piration of each year," ho laughed 
In telling of this event. 
It seem- 


ed there was a club rule against 
such procedure but they did It 
anyway. 


As he assumed his prison du- 


ties, he spent a few days "getting 
his hearings." Taking keen inter- 
est In the work, ho filled his days 
with conferences, hearing petitions 
from convicts, making plans for 
their rehabilitation, inspecting the 
system, arranging recreational ac- 
tivities and negotiating with job- 
hunters.
